I have just finished reading your December issue 
of ADELANTE RAZA!, One of my brothers.here just 
started receiving it, I've had the opportunity 
to read it twice, I really enjoyed both issues 
and so I decided to send you and the rest of the 
brothers and sisters my compliments for the fine 
job you are doing. To me, nothing is more beau 
tiful than pictures you show of our people striv 


ing to be victorious in our struggle against 
oppression, 


For the past four years that I've been in prison 
I've watched the will and determination of our 
people grow to the point where it is impossible 
for our oppressors to ignore our threat and exis 
tance, I've seen my people's heads busted on 
television during all those demonstrations in Ca 
lifornia, Nuevo Mejico, Milwaukee and all.other 
places where our people have awaken, I've reached 
the point where I feel the pains and hardships of 
mi Raza, My heart yearns for the day when I too 
will be able to join in the long and difficult 
struggle against oppression, 


About 2% years ago two Chicano brothers and myself 
formed a Latino group at the Green Bay Reformatory, 
We managed to unite the brothers ‘there beautifully, 
Our progress was recognized and admired by organi 
zation on the streets, We developed communication 
with groups from all over, We wrote articles for 
such papers as: El Grito, La Guardia, Chicano, 
Times, etc. The administration had labeled us as 

a militant group and for a long time tried to dis- 
continue our meetings, but were unable to because 
of our relationship with outside groups, Finally, 
a riot broke out in November of 1971 and all acti- 
vities were discontinued, The brothers were sepa- 
rated and the three leaders were transferred to dif 
ferent institutions, Our group and efforts were 
washed down the drain, 


I have attempted to form another group here, but 
have been unsuccessful, The administration, 

or rather the warden feels that it may become a 
security. risk, The count of brothers here is about 
18 and a very few(4) of them participate in any of 
the groups that are here, Mainly because we are un 
able to relate our problems with other inmates be= 
cause of our cultural background and difficulty to 
speak english, I am sure that if we could have a 
Latino group a lot could be learned, I hate to see 
my brothers waste their time doing nothing to bene- 
fit thémselves, which is what a lot of us are now 
doing. I also feel that with a group we could deve 
lop a communication with our people on the outside, 
isolation is a monster here, I intend to keep try- 


ing to convince the administration here that a Latino 


group is badly needed, but I've a feeling that their 
attitudes will remain negative, 


This letter is an attempt to develop some sort of a 
communication with the outside world on my part. So 
if there is anyway you can help us or if you have any 
suggestions as to how we can form a Latino group here 
we would deeply appreciate it,

We started in the 60's when violent actions were the 
rule, After speeches I was always osked what we were going to do violently" to get attention to our 
cause and make our demands known, "Out of all this turmoil we said, 'no, we're different; we'll do 
it nonviolently!"

...I want you to remember that "every time you come to the table (to eat) you come in touch with 

the suffering and exploitation of farmworkers."..,One of our California Mexican American families 
that will migrate up the coast into Oregon and Washington for nine months of the year, They sleep 
under bridges or in an old truck that's so fallen apart it is dangerous for them to use, and when 
they return they are poorer than when they left. "They go out and plant, cultivate, and harvest the 
greatest abundance in any country...yet, they cannot feed their own children." The time has come to 
put an end to this,

Conatcts were 
made between volunteers-from both counties (Wau= 
shara and Outagamie), and a similar group was or- 
ganized in the Fox Valley, La Raza, Inc., became a 
reality in Appleton, Wisconsin in the summer of 71, 
The articles of this non-profit corporation state:

Madison, Wis.=-Wisconsin's migrant worker population 
continued to decline last year, but at a slower pace 
than in the two previous years, a state agency said, 

The State Department of Industry, Labor and Human 
Relations said that 770 fewer workers were employed 
in 1972, a drop of almost 10%, The decline was 26% 
in 1971, 19% in 1970 and 10% in 1969, 

Alcario Samudio, director of migrant services for 
the agency, said that the large declines in 1970 and 
1971 were mainly due to increased mechanization of 
farms in those years, The smaller decline in 1972 
may indicate that the migrant population and mechan- 
ization are leveling off, Samudio said, 

He predicted that employment in most categories 
would remain the same or decline slightly next yearr, 
Increased employment is expected in cranberries and 
nursery work, 

About 5,800 workers were employed in 1972, compared 
with 6,400 in '71 and 8,800 in 1970, Much of‘the '72 
loss was attributed to cherry harvesting and food 
processing employment reductions, 

Nine of the 18 seasonal employment categories show 
fewer migrant workers in 1972 than in 1971, with 
others remaining the same or increasing slightly, 
the agency's Rural Manpower Service said, 

The agency said that the workers were accompanied 
by about 1,166 dependents, down more than 800 from 
last season, 

As in the past, a majority of workers registered 
by the Wisconsin State Employment Service claimed 
Texas as their home ‘state, Florida, Illinois and 
Indiana also sent large groups of migrants to the 
state, 

Food processing accounted for a majority of mi- 
grant jobs--a total of 3,400 workers, This compared 
to about 3,800 w in 1971, 

Second in employment was cucumber harvesting, 
which provided work. for nearly 1,100 workers, compared 
with 1,260 in 1971. 

Other crop activities registering declines were: 
cherries, down 475 jobs to a new total of 275; potato 
harvest and warehouse, down 125 to 225; mint, down 
55 jobs to 70, and appe harvest, down 50 to 75, 

Counties having the largest number of migrant work= 
ers were Dodge with 1,003 workers and 129 dependentts, 
and Waushara with 700 workers and 190 dependents. 

The information was contained in a year-end report 
compiled by the department and was based on a com- 
bination of Wisconsin State Employment Service job 
registrations, monthly work force surveys and esti- 
mates made by field staffs, 


The following are the comments of one of the interviewers: 
"In distributing this questionaire to the Mexican American 
population, I found that there is a whole gamut of need 


which does not show up here. To the Mexican American, 
social services means medical transportation and commodi= 
ties, If the receptionist helps them fill out the papers 
with a smile, service:is roughly adequate, Almost unan= 
imously, however, the people readily express a desire for 
a Spanish speaking person on the staff, " 


One stumbling block for the settled-out migrant who finds 
he needs services is that often he owns property in Texas 
and is in the process of deciding where he wants to settle 
The Texas peoperty is perhaps not 6f much value and the 
owner reaps no income from it, yet it prevents him from 
needed assistance in Wisconsin," 

The major conclusions the Committee has drawn from the 
questionaire is that there is a complete lak of knowledge 
of what social services county departments can provide 
Mexican American families; that the addition of a Mexican 
American staff person could assist in explaining and de- 
termining other nee + of the family beyond financial ser- 
vices; that while t.: help given the families was seen as 
friendly and what th. family wanted, the majority would 
find it most helpful if they could communicate with some= 
one in their own language; and, a little less than half of 
the families missed work and had transportation problems 
in securing help.
